Agitation is felt in many quarters that, the ‘cessation of work on 
the base will have adverse effects on trade. The “China Mail” (the 
only local paper to do 80) has_ repeatedly taken a strong stand 

- against the Government’s action, opposing a short-sighted policy 
which lay the Dominions open to attack from any quarter. In 
order'to obtain a consensus of opinion on this all-important question, 
a representative of the “China Mail” yesterday interviewed a num- 
ber of leading public men and obtained the following views.

PRISONER | DIES_ IN |: 
VICTORIA JAIL’ 


DOCTOR KNEW THAT HE COULD 
"NOT LIVE LONG 
NATURAL’ CAUSES 


At the Central Magistracy, yes- 
terday’ afternoon, Major C. Wikon 
held an inquiry into the death of a 
Chinese prisoner of the Victoria Jail 
named Yu Chong (28) who was 
under sentence of 12 months’ hard 
labour for returning from. banish- 
ment. He died in the Prison Hos- 
pital on Wednesday morning. 

Dr, A. Cannon, Medical Officer of 
Victoria Jail, depqaed ‘that on ex- 
amining the prisoner soon ‘after his 
admission to prison he diagnosed 
that ‘the man was suffering from 
generalised tuberculosis and had 
notified the Superintendent of Pri- 
sons that the man would not live 
more than three weels. He died 
within a wok, in spite of all pos- 
sible attention and’ treatment. The 
Coroner returned a verdict of death 
from natural causes in accordance 
with medical evidence. ‘

A £20,000,000 SCHEME FOR 
GREAT BRITAIN 


SIR JOSEPH ISHERWOOD 


London—That the Union of Soviet 


Socialist Republics, which owns all the 


shipping in Russla, is anxious to in- 
crease ita fleat of merchant vessels at 
the earliest moment was revealed by 
Sir Joseph .W. Isherwod, Bart., who 
has recently returned from Russia, and 
who is chairman of the Anglo-Russtan 
Committeo which sent a British trade 
delogation to Russia some months 
ago, , : 

The Russian Government wants to 
spend about £20,000,000 on now ships, 
and it appeara that it would rather 
Place these orders in British yards 
than elsewhere. 

The situation can only bo satisfac- 
torily developed if the necessary 
accurities for the payment of £20,000,- 
000 sterling for new tonnage in tha 
next five years are forthcoming. 

It will be recalled that the report 
of the Anglo-Russian Committee on 
the British trade delegation to Russia 
concluded with these words:— The 
committe fs, therefore, of the opinion 
that the British Government could, 
and should, obtain assurances and/or 
guarantees from the U.S.S.R., both in 
regard to the liquidation of the claima 
of British nationals prior to 1017 and 
to cessation of hostile propaganda, such 
as would justify it in resuming diplo- 
matic relations,’ when the U.S.S.R. 
would be prepared tq discuss in detail 
all questions of an economic character, 
as well as other questions outstanding 
botween the two countries.” 

Tt is only the fulfilment of theso as. 
surances that will make’ the 
£20000,000 schemo a reality.

“ Anchored ” ? 


In May, last year, the ss, 
“Pakeha,” Inward bound, came to’ 
anchor in the sea reach, River Thames, 
becadse of dense Yog, veered to 30 
cables of chain and proceeded to swing, 
The lights of the Dutch steamer 
“Palombang,” also inward bound, were 
scen shortly afterwards, and this ship, 
coming on, collided’ with “Pakeha.” 
Her spécd' was ald to be excessive 
and she was blamed for trying to cross 
ahead, The “Palembang’s” case was 
that so many vessels had come to an- 
chor that‘ she contd not do so and pro- 
ceeded: to drift up with ‘only sufficient 
movement to maintain steerage way.

Our ‘present point is that an 
interval “6f’ something like ten 
years has, been needed to create 
a popular demand for war litera- 
ture.“ Obviously, that interval 
corresponds 'to the state of popu- 
far feeling. * 

We have begun to forget the 
War, or at least to Jose the clear- 
ness of our,old impressions. We 
feel.a need or desire to revive 


| them, and’ the new generation 


which has now grown up fs curi- 
ous..to learn what it was that 
made such an impression on the 
minds of its elders. . 

What will be the next develop- 
ment? Will the horrors’ of the 
War come to be no more than a 
tale: to be read in retrospect as 
comparatively pleasant, as .we 
now read., of mediaeval battles, 
which must really have been but- 
cherly affairs?

SOUTH AMERICAN AIR MAIL 


‘Experience Leads To Improvement ; 


PROJECTED BIG DEVELOPMENT | 


' The air postal service between Europe and'South America, in- 


augurated just over a year ago, is undoubtedly increasing in popu- |) 


larity, ‘and is likely to become even more successful when the ex- 
perience gained during the past Evelve months has resulted in fur- 


ther improvements. 


It is naturally’ a great con: 
venience to be able to sond letters 
from, for instance, England to 
Chile, which reach their destination 
about a fortnight earlier than they 
would do by the ordinary mail 
route. “Time {is money,” and the 
saving of time in correspondence 
must imply a saving of money. The 
earlier arrival in London of a let- 
ter from Chile may mean much to 
an English trader, whose missivea, 
when , more swiftly transported, 
similarly become more valuable to 
Chilean correspondents. To have 
at hand a rapid means of transit 
for correspondence’ may, in some 
circumstances, be of even vital im- 
portance. Unanimously, business 
nien all over the world have recog- 
nised that the air postal service is 
of the utmost value, - 

The air mall between Europe and 
South’ America Is conducted by the 
French “Compagnie’ Generale 
Aeropostale, of 52, Champa Elysces, 
Paris, Tho movement for its 
establishment was started In Sep- 
tember 1918, shortly before the end 
of the great war. Monsiour 
Iatecoere then submitted to tho 
French Government the firs; 
scheme for a commercial alr route 
between France and South America 
via Morocco and French West 
Afvica, The first atep was taken 
in December, 1918, when aon air 
route was inaugurated between 
Toulouse and Barcelona, but the 
project of an air mail to the 
South American continent did not 
fully mature, until March, 1928, 
when fhe line was maintained by 
a serviee each way once a week, and 
has met with-an-increasing amount 


[of public support, 


Seven Stages 

The route from London to Chile 
hus been divided into seven stayes, 
as follows; 1st, by ordinary mail 
route from London: to Touloue; 
2nd, from Toulouse to Casablasica 
on the West Coast of Africa by 
aeroplane, the, journey. occupy:ng 
about fourteen hKoura; 38rd, from 
Casablanca by? neroplane to Dakar 
(32 hours); 4th,': from the latter 
seaport to Natal in the northern 
portion of Brazil. by steamer, the 
journey occupying four days; 
Natal to Rio de Janeiro by aaro- 
plane (about fifteen hours); 6th, 
from the Brazilian capital ‘to 
Buenos Aires,’ approximately six- 
teen hours by’ aeroplane; and 7th, 
from Buenos’ Aires to Chile by 
ordinary mail route—that is, by 
train to Santiago and Valparaiso, 
the journey occupying a couple of 
days. 

The servicé between London and 
Paris is carried out by the British 
General Post Office by the ordinary 
mail, The air mail closes at the 
London General Post Office at 6 
p.m. on Wednesday of each week, 
with a supplementary despatch at 
6 pm. on the following day. Lat- 
ters from London’ are timed to 
reach Santiago and Valparaiso fn 
eleven days and Iquique in elghtean 
days. : 

The. British "Postmaster General 
has recently reduced the charge 
from ‘6s. 6d. to 48, 2d.'for every 
letter or post-card, not’ exceeding 
half an ounce in weight, sent by 
air to Argentine or the more distant 
South American countries, , includ: 
ing Chile. The corresponding foe 
for printed and commercial papers 
is 3a. Gd. for every two ounces, 
The Chilean’postal authorities have 
fixed:-the unit of welzht lower, 
namely, at 6 grammes, and o letter 
not exceeding that weight can be 
sent. to England from Chile at a 
charge of about, 4 pesos, or.

The company is 
now organising an air route from 
Buenos Aires to Chile, which will 
pass through ‘the Argentine towna 
of Rosario, Cordoba and Rioja and 
across the Andes to Copiapo, 
whence it will go south- 
wards to Valparaiso and Santiago. 
The question of extending this 
route northwards from Coplapo to 
Arica is-also under consideration. 

When these projects have been 
carried out, Chile will be in a for- 
tunate position as regards its ait 
postal service. The Government 
already operates ‘an air post be- 
tween Santiago and Arica, and this 
is to be extended southwards from 
the capital to Chiloe. At the same 
time, a company known as Pan- 
American Airways has decided to 
extend ita service from Peru to 
Valparaiso, and subsequently to 
Buenos Alres, by the Cumbre Pass 
route, f 

Isolation of Paraguay 


The somewhat jaolated republic |; 


of Paraguay is to be brought into 
the air postal system. The French 
company is now engaged in or- 
ganising an air route which, start- 
ing at the Argentine town of 
Rowario, will go through Coya and 
Formosa to Asuncion. 

The French company is also con- 
sidering a southward extension of 
the route in the Argentine Republic 
which would connect Buenog Aires 
with Bahia Blanca and with 
Rivadavia, the centre of the oil- 
producing country. If climatic con- 
ditions are found to be favourable, 
this route will be carried farther 
south to the Chilean town of 
Magallanes. Another proposal is to 
extend the alr route northwards 
from the Brazilian town of Natal 
to Cayenne, In French Guiana. 

‘It fs evident (says the “Chilean 
Review”) that we are on'the eve 
of important developments: of the 
South American alr postal service. 
The time fs in sight when the South 
American continent will‘have rapid 
communication by air not only with 
European countries, but algo with 
other parts of the world, such as 
South ‘Africa, India, China, Japan, 
Australia and New Zealand, and 
when an air post will link up all 
the American countries; including 
the United States and Canada. In 
short, the possibilities of the trans~ 
port by air, not only of. letters, but 
also of much bulkier articles, are 
very great indeed. Chileans and 


| other Latin-American peoples are 


fully alive to. the advisability . of 
taking every advantage of this 
means of communication. Many of 
the physical obstacles which hither- 
to .have ‘kept parts *of South 
America remote or isolated can be 
overcome by the use of aircraft,

Over-Production ° 


.  ‘Poledo, Ohio, Oct. 8. 
Annual ‘boosting of production 
schedules on the part of automobile 
manufacturers has redulted in the 
entire industry being faced with a 
serious problem, which not only 
threatens the welfare of the au- 
tomobile dealer, but if a halt is not 
called, may affect the entire busi- 
neas and economic structure of the 
industry. This was the substance 
of a statement made by L. A. 
Miller, President of the Willys- 

Overland Company, here to-day. 
“The industry 
serious problem,” ‘nafd-. Mr,’ Miller. 
“Year after year motor car manu- 
facturers have set their produc- 
tion schedules: at higher figures,

000 cars last year had set its mark 
at 250,000 for the current year. If 
last year’a sales totalled 850,000, the 
goal for this year was-set at 400,- 
000, and 80.0n,. The ability of the 
pubile to absorb an indefinitely in- 
creasing number of cara fs constant- 
ly over-estimated. As: result, from 
the first month of this year, we 
have seen automobile planta run-

j excess of the purchasing power of 
their communities, creating a pro- 
blem of meeting loans from banks 
and finance companies. Long

| And dealers find that while they 
have done an increased volume of 
{ business, their profits have dwindled 
or losses have been sustained, The 
used-car problem of to-day is the 
direct result of this policy of over- 
building on the part of manufactur- 
ers. 


Manufacturing Economies 


“And,” continued Mr. Miller, 
“this has been done on the theory 
that increased volume meant de- 
lereased costs. Up to a certain 
point this is correct, insofar as 
{ manufacturing economies are con- 

cerned, But the theory fails 
‘When the volume is not maintained. 

Sales forces are expanded, plants 

equipped and tooled and materials 

bought to carry out these increased 
production schedules, In the clos- 
‘ing months of. the year, manu- 
fucturers usually find the market 
unable to absorb the number of 
cars they intend to build. Output 
is curtailed, with the result that at 
the end of the year a considerable 
lesser number of units have 
been actually built on which 
the average overhead expense has 


ftaken a decided upward trend and 


materially affected the producer's 
profit per car for the year.” - 

That Willys-Overland,' .with~ the 
dealers’ intereat in mind, intends to 
be the first big producer to apply 
corrective measures and to adopt a 
policy which, he predicted, would 
become the practice of ¢he industry, 
was the assertion of the Willys- 
Overland President. : 


Capacity Flexible 


“This year, we will produce in 
the nelghbourhood of 300,000 cara, 
We do not plan to increase this total 
next year. We bolieve it ts the 
‘ conservative number of cars our 
‘ dealers can move without the need 

of forced gelling, unprofitable 

trades, excessive used car stocks, 

and with turnover in thelr capital 
| to assure a sound return . on their 

investment at the end of the year. 
! We will keep our productive cap- 
acity absolutely flexible, so that as 
dealer outlets increase, and result- 
ing. increased retail demand -war- 
rant expanding our output, we can 
do it promptly and efficiently. We 
are confident that the result will be 
a large increase in our own profits. 

“With this policy, each new car 
sale will net our dealers’ a sub- 
stantial profit.

“The flood of new cars from the 
factories and the piling up of used- 
car inventories, both of which 
shoulder an unbearable burden on 
the automobile retailer, can de 
stopped when all manufacturers 
adopt.a policy of prodicing In dc- 
cordance with reasonable _ retail 
demand. : 

‘With such a policy universally 
adopted, there will be no used car 
problem.” :

Perature changes along the race 
course from 85 degrees to: close to 
freezing. F 

Glen Shultz won the beautiful 
Penrose Trophy, 6 feet high and 
150 ‘yeara old. His time of 21 
minutes, 43-2/5. seconds was two 
seconds under the previows ‘stock 
car record. ‘He was driving a 
Studebaker' President stock roadster 
equipped with the standard Fire- 
stone Gum-Dipped Tyres.

SAFETY SIGNPOST 


Reducing Perils On 
Arterial Roads . 


A new safety sign-post, designed |. 


by the R.A.C. so that it can be 
knocked down without damage, has 
just been approved by the Ministry 
of Transport for use on by-pass and 
arterial roada, 


These roads are practically nl- 
ways unilluminated, and motorists 
driving on them in the dark or in 
foggy weather often have difficulty 
in knowing where the kerb ig. In 
such circumstances it is quite-easy 
to charge the kerb or run off the 
road at a bend. 

The new post, which carries a 
red reflector lens on its head, will 
at small expense obviate this dan- 
ger. It is so designed that if run 
into it breaks off at once close to 


the ground, so that the car suffers 
no serious damage as it would if 
the post were solid, 

With the Ministry's approval, the 
cost of erecting these: safety posts 
ranks ‘for grant under the Road 
Fund. It is-to be hoped local 
authorities will adopt them where 
necessary. \
